SUMMARY OF THE REASONS FOR DECISION: 

The video recording Kaviar Dinner /Private Scheissereien is classified as: 
Objectionable. 

The publication promotes and supports the use of urine and excrement in association 
with sexual conduct and is deemed objectionable. The video recording is intended for 
the sexual titillation and arousal of viewers. It contains two features where the main 
emphasis is on the explicit depiction of the use of urine and excrement in a sexual 
context. By presenting these acts as pleasurable and sexually arousing, both to 
participants and viewers, the video recording encourages and legitimates these sexual 
practices. 

A classification of "objectionable" places a limit on the right to freedom of expression 
as set out in s14 of the New Zealand Bill of Rights Act 1990. However, in relation to 
this publication, the classification is considered to be a reasonable limit prescribed by 
law. 
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
